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General: As dry conditions persisted last week,
harvest of remaining crops continued, according to
the USDA, National Agricultural Statistics Service,
North Dakota Field Office. Reporters indicated crop
and livestock producers sustained their concern for
the scarcity of precipitation. Widespread frost
occurred in many areas last week, according to
reporters. Statewide, on average, there were 6.9
days suitable for fieldwork. Topsoil moisture supplies
were rated 39 percent very short, 48 short, and 13
adequate. Subsoil moisture supplies were rated 30
percent very short, 53 short, and 17 adequate.

Crops: Most row crops had reached maturity by
Sunday. Corn was 92 percent mature while

78 percent of the sunflower crop had bracts turned
brown. Twenty percent of the corn crop had been
harvested while 77 percent had been chopped for
silage. The dry edible bean harvest was 90 percent
complete, ahead of 34 percent last year and the five-
year (2007-2011) average of 33 percent. The
harvest of flaxseed was virtually complete by week’s
end. The potato crop was 52 percent dug, up

20 percentage points from last week. The harvest of
soybeans gained 28 percentage points, reaching

56 percent by Sunday. At 17 percent lifted, the
sugarbeet harvest was ahead of 14 percent last year
and the average of 9 percent. Gaining 3 percentage
points from last week, the sunflower harvest was

4 percent complete.

Livestock: Pasture and range conditions were

28 percent very poor, 36 poor, 27 fair, and 9 good.
Stockwater supplies were rated 22 percent very
short, 40 short, and 38 adequate.
